PREFACE 


The cult of the black sun should not need any introduction to the discerning reader, so we will 
limit ourselves, in this introduction, to a brief analysis of the cult and the cultists. 


"black sun" or "inner sun" or simply "sun" is the way the cultists call an indefinite entity 
represented by the design reproduced on the cover (or by those included in the last chapter). 
He has been defined in many ways: parasite god, seminal god, embryonic god. 


What is certain is that this entity is not considered by its cultists as a supreme god, nor asa 
creator god. It seems rather that he is considered a creative god, or perhaps not even a god 
but a spiritual parasite who lives in symbiosis with the faithful. 


Cultists ultimately believe that it is an entity that develops within the faithful. The faithful host 
it in his mind, making it grows with rites and prayers. Speak through possession and the 
oracle, improve the mind of the faithful and give him powers and visions. The purposes of the 
entity are not known. The communications he has with the faithful are personal and kept 
strictly confidential. 


Cultists receive no initiation other than a blessing from those already in the cult. Among them 
there is no mutual help if not occasional, they rarely meet to practice the rites in groups and 
always in secret, however the rites are designed to be done in a personal way and even 
without any help of the body (see the part on inner sanctuary). 


From the behavior of the faithful it seems that the entity behaves like the Socratic demon and 
that is that it gives, in everyday life, momentary and impromptu intuitions. Nothing or almost 
nothing can be deduced from the representation that is used for the rites, as the symbol does 
not give rise to speculation except, perhaps, numerological. 


The language used in the so - called "hymns" seems to have a grammar, but there are rarely 
translations that may seem logical, so it was preferred to leave the original without going into 
attempts. The only sure thing is that all hymns are made up of 25 words of which always the 
same 5 at the end. 


This booklet is today the only compendium of the rites of the cult of the black sun. 
I invite the reader to pay attention, as the faithfuls believe that it is enough to practice the 


rites or in some cases just to see the symbol for the entity to be "implanted". 
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-OPENING AND CLOSING (WAH) 


The banishing , also WAH banishing or simply WAH, it is practiced in opening or closing 
complex rituals or only to purify the environment. 


1. Close yourself, imagine to be a whirlpool that absorbe the entire universe. 
2. begin vibrating WWWWWWWWWW 


3. Open yourself and explode . imagine that the accumulation of the whirlpool explode in an 
infinite light that sweep away everything while vibrating 


WWWWAAAAAHHHHH 


-BLESSING 


Impose the hands and say 


I bless you in the name of the black sun 
what is in me is in you 


-ORACLE OF THE DICE 


The members , when in doubt or in need of inspiration, will throw a six sided dice invoking 
the entity . 


bless the dice saying 

a question, a response, for an old pact , answer me! 
1- YES 

2- DECEPTION 

3- MISTERY 

4- DEATH 

5-NO 

6- LIFE 

thank saying 


what was is, what will be is 


-PRAYER 


From the endless folds of time i turn to you 

your light purify the universes vibrating each atom 
from myself i look in myself 

i take strenght from your strenght 

i'm you and you are me 


-OFFER 


In some cases the faithful make offerings to the entity as an act of respect. 
1. Get an offer, a picture of the black sun, a suitable place 

2. do the WAH 

3. perform the prayer 

4. offer the offer to the image by reciting 

from material to immaterial, 

from black to black 

I take away from myself to offer myself 

that the offer will be appreciated 


that the offer will be accepted 


5. do the WAH 


-EVOCATION 


The evocation is used as a celebration or as a source of inspiration, implying that the entity will 
respond to this stimulus in the following days. 


1. Get an offering, a picture of the black sun, a suitable place, incense, lights. 
2. do the WAH 

3. perform the prayer 

4. offer the offer to the image by reciting 

from material to immaterial, 

from black to black 

I take away from myself to offer myself 

that the offer will be appreciated 

that the offer will be accepted 

5. recite the appropriate hymn 


6. meditate 


7. do the WAH 


-INVOCATION 


The invocation is the most complex ritual of the cult, it is believed that the entity passes 
directly into the mind of the faithful during this rite. Also curious is the "rhythm" that is 
performed on any musical instrument (even the voice is enough or even snap your fingers or 
clap your hands) before and after the possession. 


1. Get an offering, a picture of the black sun, a suitable place, incense, lights, a musical 
instrument. 


2. do the WAH 

3. perform the prayer 

4. offer the offer to the image by reciting 
from material to immaterial, 

from black to black 

I take away from myself to offer myself 
that the offer will be appreciated 

that the offer will be accepted 

5. play on the instrument I III II Ill 

6. Touch the image and absorb its power by saying 
You are present, you are here 

7. divine or ask or be drunk with light 

8. cover the picture by saying 

You are nothing, you are not here 


9. play on the instrument I III] II Il 


7. do the WAH 


-CONSTRUCTION OF THE INNER SANCTUARY 


The inner sanctuary is a place in the mind of the faithful, all the rites can be mentally 
performed inside it and the faithful can explore it (as well as any other worlds) at will. It is 
essentially a mental "crossroads", built not in a plane but in a space between the planes. When 
the mental sanctuary is built it is forever built unless the author destroys it. Here he will be 
able to perform all the rituals without doing it in the material world. 

1. meditate 

2. imagine yourself in the infinite void 

2. imagine a wall rising and write on it a sign known to you only 

3. rotate the sign and open the wall 

4. imagine an infinite floor 

5. limit a part of it with columns or walls 


6. in the center of the limited space marks the black sun 


7. from the black sun let out a column of infinite light, this will be the center of the sanctuary 
to which you will make offerings. 


8. recite 

this space is my space 

no one enters my space if he doesn't have the symbol 

here there is no time and there are no limitations 

here I am the creator, the preserver and the destroyer 

here I have absolute power 

9. to exit, mark the chosen symbol where you want and rotate it to open and exit 


10. to go to a different world, mark the symbol of that world and rotate it to open a door. 


11. Wherever you are to return to the shrine, mark the shrine symbol and rotate it to open a 
door to the shrine 
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MEDITATION 

1. breathe and focus on your breathing 

2. imagine a sphere of light in the center of your body 

3. Breathe and focus on your breath while holding the sphere of light 


4. ad libitum 
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HYMNS 


Hymns are the heart of the rites and are often also used as prayers and amulets. 

It is not known what the language is, according to the faithful it is certain that by reciting them 
the entity will establish itself in the person and will not abandon it. 

Each hymn has a title which can give you an idea of how it is used. 

The faithful choose according to his need.
